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Faunistic records for the Czech Republic and Slovakia 
(Hymenoptera: Ichneumonidae)

Abstract: New faunistic records of the family Ichneumonidae for the Czech 
Republic and Slovakia are reported from the collection of the Biologiezentrum at Linz 
(Austria). Altogether 46 new species for these countries or for Bohemia or Moravia are 
presented; 33 species for the Czech Republic or for Bohemia or Moravia and 21 species 
for Slovakia. 
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Introduction 


The family Ichneumonidae belongs to low intensively studied groups of insect in the 
Czech Republic and Slovakia. In the past, only 5 people were working on this large 
family in both countries and the first checklist was compiled by ŠEDIVÝ (1989) at the end 
of the last century. ŠEDIVÝ (1989) assumed that the number of species may be at least 1⁄4 
larger than was listed in his checklist. Since that time, a lot of new species were added to 
the list of species known from the Czech Republic and Slovakia (e.g. ZEMAN 2001, 
ZEMAN & MOCEK 2006) and we continue with this research. 


Material and methods 


All identified species of the family Ichneumonidae deposited in the collection of the 
Biologiezentrum at Linz/Austria were checked according a new version of checklist 
(HOLY et al. — in prep). The faunistic data of all specimens of species not recorded before 
from the Czech Republic and Slovakia are presented in this paper. 


For the faunistic purpose, the Czech Republic is traditionally divided into two parts — 
western Bohemia and eastern Moravia, so we present also new faunistic records for these 
two parts. 


Faunistic data are listed in the following order: country or province, locality, code num- 
ber in parentheses referring to the Central European grid for mapping flora and fauna 
(NOVÁK 1989), date of collecting, number and sex of specimens, collector and identifier.
